Deductible Entertainment 


By CHARLES W. 
SCHOENEMAN 
(Eig hth o f 10 Articles) 
There was a widespread feel­ 
ing for a while that u nder the 
new 
entertainment dedu ction 
rules, y o u wou ld hav e to talk 
iirect bu siness ov er dinner with 
l custo mer in order to hav e the 
lost of the meal dedu cted. 
Howev er, this is not neces- 
larily so. Under two circu m­ 
stances, the cost of the cu sto­ 
mer’s and y ou r meal, as well, 


may be dedu ctible. 


FIRST, where the d i nne r 
q u alifies as a bu siness meal — 
that is, where the circu mstances 
are condu civ e to bu siness dis­ 
cu ssion, the ex pense of the meal 
is dedu ctible ev en thou gh bu si­ 
ness is not actu ally discu ssed. 


SECOND, where the dinner 
either directly precedes or fol­ 
lows a su bstantial and bona fide 
bu siness discu ssion the dinner is 


dedu ctible ju st as long as this 
“entertainment” is associated 
with the tax p ay er’s (inclu ding 
an employ e’s) trade or bu siness 
You r dinner wou ld be fu lly de­ 
du ctible in both these situ ations 
ex cept where the IRS finds that 
y ou hav e claimed dedu ctions for 
su bstantial amou nts of personal 
liv ing ex penses. In su ch an 
“abu se” case, the serv ice will 
press the ru le that a tax pay er 
cannot obtain 
a dedu ction for 
the portion of his meal c os t 


which does not ex ceed an am­ 
ou nt he wou ld normally spend 
on himself. 
How abou t the cu stomer’s 
wife’s dinner when she accom­ 
panies her hu sband? And y ou r 
wife’s dinner if she accompan­ 
ies y ou ? Are these dedu ctible 
u nder the new law? 


FIRST, the cu stomer’s wife’s 
ex penses mu st q u alify as ordi­ 
nary and necessary bu siness ex ­ 
penses u nder the old law. That 
is, the tax pay er mu st hav e a 
clear bu siness pu rpose rather 
than a personal or social p u r 
pose in incu rring su ch an ex ­ 
pense. 
If it is impractical u nder the 
circu mstances to entertain the 


cu stomer withou t his wife (i.e., 
where the cu stomer and hs wife 
come from ou t of town), 
the 
cu stomer’s wife’s ex penses wou ­ 
ld generally be in the dedu ctible 
category . 
Second, y ou r wife’s ex penses 
are dedu ctible if she joins y ou , 
the cu stomer and his wife be­ 
cau se the cu stomer’s wife 
is 
present. 
Bu t remember, after Ju ly 3, 
1963 ,y ou mu st hav e complied 
with the new record - k eeping 
ru les to obtain any of the en­ 
tertainment dedu ctions. 


EXAMPLE: In the case of a 
bu siness meal or a meal direc­ 
tly preceding or following a su b­ 
stantial bu siness discu ssion with 


a cu stomer y ou mu st k eep the 
following records: the date of 
the meal, the address of the res­ 
tau rant and the amou nt of the 
ex penditu res for the meal, the 
name, title or other designation 
of the cu stomer su fficient to es­ 
tablish his relationship to y ou 
and the natu re, time, place and 
du ration of y ou r bu siness dis­ 
cu ssion. 
Also remember, if any single 
ex penditu re is for $25 or more 
y ou mu st hav e a receipt from 
the restau rant as additional su b­ 
stantiation.

That’s what 
Franklin D. Ro o sev elt meant when he 
•aid the first line o f U.S. defense was the 
Rhine Riv er in Wo rld War II. 
That’s why Gen. Sherman marched to 
the sea in the Civ il War. The idea is to 
fight the enemy in his o wn interio r —to 
carry the war to his wo men and children. 


DYNAMIC defense has sho rtco mings, 
to o . 
Princip al o ne is the staggering co st o f 
maintaining adv ance p o sts, garriso ns and 
o ther fo rces in being, far fro m ho me. 
No t as imp o rtant bu t bo therso me is the 
p ro blem o f maintaining mo rale in tro o p s 
sep arated fro m their ho me base. Ev ery ­ 
thing do ne to o ffset this facto r is astro ­ 
no mically ex p ensiv e, to o . 
Tho n there is the difficu lty o f keep ing 
Familiarity breeds co ntemp t. To kno w 
y o u ng American men liv e fo r lo ng p erio ds 
o f time in the midst o f o ther so cieties. 
Fami iarity breeds co ntemp t. To kno w 
Americans better is no t to lo v e them 
mo re.

that redistricting wo u ld add do zens o f 
GOP rep resentativ es; that in the 1960 
electio n Rep u blicans wo u ld hav e elected 
as many as 209 Ho u se members, instead 
o f 17P, if co ngressio nal districts had been 
ap p ro x imately eq u al in p o p u latio n. 
Ho w co u ld this be in v iew o f the fact 
Demo crats are the majo rity in mo st 
U.S. cities? The ex p lanatio n lies in the 
makeu p o f su bu rban p o p u latio ns. Where- 
ev er these hav e been lu mp ed with re­ 
sidu al city p o p u latio ns in o v erp o p u lated 
districts rep resented by Demo crats, there 
has been u nder-rep resentatio n o f Rep u b­ 
licans. 
To the ex tent that su bu rbanites tend to 
be Rep u blicans and city dwellers tend to 
be Demo crats, Rep u blicans are the v ic­ 
tims o f u nder-rep resentatio n. In any rea­ 
so nable redistricting, new districts wo u ld 
be fo rmed o u tside mu nicip alities, in areas 
“su bu rban sp rawl” has been filling u p . 


THE CATCH is “reaso nable redistrict­ 
ing.” 
The state legislato rs who bear the re­ 
sp o nsibility fo r redistricting are ex p erts 
in the art o f the gerry mander — drawing 
legislativ e districts to fav o r o ne p arty 
o v er ano ther. 
If gerry manders co u ld b ekep t u nder 
co ntro l, Rep u blicans might v ery well be 
the beneficiaries o f reap p o rtio nment o f 
the 435 seats in the Ho u se o f Rep resenta­ 
tiv es. It’s a mo mento u s “if.”

At least 12 steel co mp anies 
are no w being ex amined by a 
federal grand ju ry sitting in the 
Federal Bu ilding at New Yo rk. 
Su bp o enas and FBI men hav e 
been in so me o f the steel firms 
headq u arters ev er since last 
Oct. 16. Diis Is ex actly a week 
befo re the tightly gu arded, high­ 
ly secretiv e grand ju ry was act­ 
u ally imp aneled in Ju dge Jo hn 
F. X. McGo hey ’s co u rt at New 
Yo rk. 


ON OCT. 23 the ju ry o f 16 
men and 7 wo men were swo rn 
in u nder the sharp ey es o f sev ­ 
eral federal marshals. Tho u gh 
the ju ry is being o p erated o u t o f 
New Yo rk City , it is carefu lly 
directed by the Washingto n an­ 


titru st div isio n. 
This is no t the same ju ry 
which was p u t to gether swiftly 
after the head-o n clash between 
the late President Jo hn Kennedy 
and the steel indu stry o n Ap ril 
10, 1962. That o ne ex p ired abo u t 
a y ear later. This ju ry is a new 
o ne which is giv ing the steel 
co mp anies 
a 
tho ro u gh go ing 
o v er. It has called fo r reco rds 
go ing as far back as 1952. 
Only the antitru st chiefs kno w 
what they seek. Ho wev er, it has 
been learned that they are lo o k­ 
ing into at least 70 p er cent o f 
the bu siness o f the 12 firms. 
The go v ernment has asked fo r 
su ch reco rds as telep ho ne call 
listings, 
lists 
o f 
o fficers in 
charge o f sales, p ro du ct man­ 
agers 
and 
assistant p ro du ct 
managers, 
co mp any o rganiza­ 
tio n charts, co mp any o ffice di­ 
recto ries. They also want finan­ 
cial rep o rts fro m 1956 o n. There 
also were req u ests fo r to nnage 
and p rice data. 


FOR SEVERAL mo nths no w 
so me steel co mp any o fficers — 
who stay away fro m telep ho nes 
as tho u gh the instru ments had 
ju st been switched fro m a lep ro ­ 
sariu m — hav e been ex p ecting 
the Jo hnso n administratio n to 
disso lv e the grand ju ry . 
Instead the p ro be has intensi­ 
fied in so me q u arters and re­ 
p o rts o f new inv estigatio ns are 
rife. 
Co u p led with o ther dev elo p ­ 
ments, indu strial circles believ e 


that so me o ne in the White 
Ho u se has declared war o n 
them. 
So me bu siness leaders a r e 
say ing that the Jo hnso n admin­ 
istratio n 
is 
being 
ro u gher 
o n them than was Jo hn Ken­ 
nedy ’s. They p o int no t o nly to 
the New Yo rk grand ju ry and to 
o ther su ch p ro bes acro ss the 
co u ntry , 
bu t to the so -called 
“do u ble - o v ertime” driv e by 
the administratio n. 
Indu strial leaders hav e dis­ 
co v ered a sleep er in the “do u ­ 
ble - o v ertime” bill intro du ced 
recently by Rep . James G. O’­ 
Hara, o f Michigan. 
Ex aminatio n o f the legislativ e 
p ro p o sal backed by the W h i t e 
Ho u se sho ws that the bu siness­ 
men’s anx iety is ju stified. This 
is no t merely a do u ble-o v ertime 
bill — the sleep er in it p u ts no 
limit whatso ev er o n the co st o f 
o v ertime. It co u ld be trip le time 
o r q u adru p le time and the de­ 
cisio n wo u ld be in the hands o f 
a trip artite co mmittee and the 
secretary o f labo r. 


THE CATCH PHRASE is in 
Sectio n 3 o f the bill H R. 9802 
no w being discu ssed at Ho u se 
Edu catio n and Labo r Co mmittee 
p u blic 
hearings.

Po well. 
The sleep er is fq u nd in the 
wo rds “no t less than” in the fo l­ 
lo wing sectio n 
“Su ch o v ertime rate o f p a y 
shall be NOT LESS THAN two 


times instead o f o ne and a half 
times the no n-o v ertime rate...” 
This means that sho u ld the 
bill beco me law the secretary 
o f labo r and the co mmittee mu st 
u se do u ble p ay fo r o v ertime as 
the flo o r — no t as the max i­ 
mu m. Therefo re no new law 
wo u ld be req u ired sho u ld th e 
secretary ru le that an indu stry 
mu st p ay trip le time o r mo re. 
Fu rthermo re there is no p ro v i­ 
sio n fo r ap p ealing the decisio n 
o f the secretary o f labo r, 
eq u al to tho se o f grand ju ries, 
that this bill wo u ld o p en their 
bu sinesses 
to 
inv estigatio ns 
eq u al to tho se o f trand ju ries. 
The secretary o f labo r and his 
co mmittee wo u ld hav e to ex am­ 
ine all co mp any reco rds co sts 
p ro fits p o licies etc. in an ef­ 
fo rt to determine whether it 
sho u ld be su bjected to heav ier 
o v ertime p ay ments. 


THIS WOULD mean o p ening 
co nfidential reco rds no t o nly to 
the go v ernment and indu stry 
men o n the three-p arty bo ard, 
bu t to the third p arty as well— 
the labo r leaders. 
Add to this the fact that o nly 
the Labo r Dep artment — and 
no t the Dep artment o f Co m­ 
merce — p aricip ates in the de­ 
cisio ns and y o u hav e ano ther 
so u rce o f anger in the bu siness 
co mmu nity .

Pu blic o p inio n p o lls may hav e 
so me v alu e in measu ring v o ter 
sentiment when no minees al­ 
ready hav e been cho sen, bu t 
t h e 
a r e o f 
do u btfu l v alu e 
in the p erio d 
befo re the na­ 
tio nal co nv en­ 
tio ns o f th e 
tw o m a j o r 
p arties. 
T h e v o ters 
really hav e lit­ 
tle to say , rel­ 
ativ ely sp eak­ 
ing, abo u t a p residential no mi­ 
natio n. Ev en the candidates tri­ 
u mp hant in p rimary electio ns in 
the few states that ho ld them 
are freq u ently bru shed aside by 
the natio nal co nv entio ns. This 
has hap p ened o ften in bo th p ar­ 
ties. There are ex cep tio ns — as 
when a candidate already has 
the no minatio n sewed u p and 
his entry into the p rimaries is 
mainly fo r p u blicity p u rp o ses. 
To day it’s meaningless to ask 
Rep u blican v o ters whether they 
want Go ldwater o r Ro ckefeller 
o r Nix o n to be the Rep u blican 
no minee — ju st as su p erflu o u s 
as it is to ask Demo crats who m 
they wish to see the Rep u blicans 
no minate. Fo r the few tho u sand 
p erso ns who actu ally h a v e 
so mething to do with ru nning 
the natio nal co nv entio ns — the 
delegates and the o rganizatio n 
chairmen in lo cal districts who 
p ick them — are no t influ enced 
by the p o lls that are p u blished 
indicating the p reference o f v o t­ 
ers. T h e s e p o litically ex p eri­ 
enced leaders make u p their 
o wn minds and p ass ju dgment 
by u sing criteria o f their o wn. 


MANY a p residential candi­ 
date has seemed to be in the 
lead o n a p erso nal p o p u larity 
basis in p re-co nv entio n day s, bu t 
the p ro fessio nals alo ne knew 
ex actly what an o p p o sitio n bar­ 
rage co u ld do to him du ring a 
camp aign and why he was a 
v u lnerable candidate and sho u ld 
be p u t aside. 
When a citizen is p o lled, fo r 
Instance, o n whether he wo u ld 
like to see Ro ckefeller o r Go ld­ 
water no minated, he may be 
thinking o f each o ne o n the 
basis o f sp eeches he has read. 
He wo u ldn’t, as a ru le, be able 
to fo resee what p o litical assets 
the p ro sp ectiv e no minee might 
hav e. A p ro fessio nal wo u ld t*v e 
•v ery facto r into acco u nt. 


Po litically sp eaking — and 
this means lo o king at it fro m a 
p ro fessio nal o r leader basis — 
there are o nly two men at p res­ 
ent who are co nsidered as likely 
to get into the finals in the co n­ 
test fo r the Rep u blican no mina­ 
tio n. They are Nix o n and Go ld­ 
water. 
The liabilities o f o ther p ro ­ 
sp ectiv e candidates o ften are 
discu ssed, 
esp ecially t h o s e 
who se names are no t well kno wn 
o r who h a v e disadv antages 
which wo u ld su rely lo se them 
large blo cks o f v o tes. 
S 
AS FOR PRESIDENT Jo hn­ 
so n’s high standing in the cu r­ 
rent p o lls — when the q u estio n 
is asked whether he wo u ld be 
fav o red against an o f the theo ­ 
retical Rep u blican candidates— 
this is largely du e to the fact 
that the Rep u blican o p p o sitio n 
is disu nited no t o nly o n candi­ 
dates bu t o n issu es. 
There still is p lent o f time, 
ho wev er, fo r the Rep u blicans to 
make their case against the 
Demo cratic administratio n. Bu t 
no ne o f the p ro minent Rep u bli­ 
cans who are co nsidered as 
p o ssible candidates is to day 
making the kind o f sp eeches 
that will be made after the co n­ 
v entio ns when p u blic interest 
will be co ncentrated o n p articu ­ 
lar issu es and o n the v iews o f 
the man no minated by the Re- 
p o u blicans. 
The o nly p o lls taken thu s far 
that are v alu able are tho se 
which hav e asked the natio nal 
co mmitteemen and state chair­ 
men and the lo cal leaders o f the 
Rep u blican 
p art who m 
they 
fav o r. 
They p u t Go ldwater and Nix o n 
In the lead. In fact, this co r­ 
resp o ndent wo u ld no t hesitate to 
p redict that the final co ntest at 
the co nv entio n will be between 
Go ldwater and Nix o n. In the 
first stages o f the ballo ting, the 
Arizo na senato r may hav e the 
largest nu mber o f delegates bu t 
no t e n o u gh to win the no mi­ 
natio n. 


MANY DELEGATES will no t 
like the idea o f ru nning Nix o n 
again. Die co u nter argu ment 
will be made, ho wev er, that he 
did co me clo se to winning the 
p residency in 1960. When the 
chip s are do wn and the dele­ 
gates and their leaders hav e to 
lo o k the facts in the face, they 
will find that Nix o n and Go ld­ 
water to gether rep resent far 


mo re the Rep u blican p arty p o int 
o f v iew than any o ther co mbi­ 
natio n o f candidates. 
Nix o n, fo r instance, is 
su p ­ 
p o sed to be stro ng with the 
“Middle-o f-the-ro ad” gro u p and 
with the Rep u blican v o ters with 
so -called “liberal” leanings. He 
has had the b e n e f i t o f eight 
y ears’ ex p erience as a v ice p res­ 
ident who sat in o n the making 
and o p eratio n o f the Eisenho wer 
administratio n’s p o licies. He is 
a natu ral to p it against Ly ndo n 
Jo hnso n, who was v ice p resi­ 
dent fo r two y ears and 10 
mo nths and who is co mmitted 
to carry o u t so me o f the Ken­ 
nedy p o licies that are no t p o p ­ 
u lar to day . 
With the co nserv ativ es — who 
are the largest single segment o f 
the p arty — Sen. Go ldwater is 
u nq u estio nably the fav o rite. 
So the lo gic that the p o litical­ 
ly ex p erienced delegates will 
ap p ly seems to p o int to a ticket 
co mp o sed o f Richard Nix o n fo r 
p resident and Barry Go ldwater 
fo r v ice p resident. 
THE SUPPORTERS o f neither 
man wo u ld, o f co u rse, hardly 
co me o u t at this time fo r su ch 
a ticket. A man likely to win 


the no minatio n do esn’t u su ally 
ru n the risk o f alienating any 
state delegatio n by p icking a 
v ice p resident u ntil after he him­ 
self has actu ally been no mi­ 
nated. 
As fo r the man who wo u ld 
make the stro ngest v ice-p resi­ 
dential no minee, here, to o , Sen. 
Go ldwater wo u ld hardly wish to 
co mmit himself in adv ance, and 
neither wo u ld his managers o r 
su p p o rters, fo r they are co nfi­ 
dent they can win first p lace. 
Until this is decided, they will 
p o o h-p o o h any idea o f the v ice 
p residency . 
Ly ndo n Jo hnso n’s managers 
and he himself bru shed aside 
all su ggestio ns as to the v ice- 
p residential no minatio n at the 
1960 Demo cratic Natio nal Co n­ 
v entio n, and o nly when Sen. 
Jo hn F. Kennedy was no minat­ 
ed was the do o r o p ened fo r co n­ 
sideratio n o f the Tex as senato r. 
Thu s are v ice - p residential 
no minees o ften cho sen. The re­ 
su lt rarely 
co nfo rms to the 
trends rep o rted in the p receding 
mo nths by the p u blic o p inio n 
p o lls, esp ecially w h e n there 
hav e been many candidates in 
an o p en race.

Dear Heloise: Since my house 
is colonial I have dust ruffles 
on each of our three beds. I 
have tried putting them on with 
elastic, using safety pins to pin 
them to the mattress, and the 
curtain rod method. But I came 
across an even better one the 
other day. 
I took an old bedsheet that 
was just about “gone” and sew­ 
ed the ruffles to the edge of 
this bedsheet (after first out­ 
ing it the size 
of my 
box 
mattress). 
I placed the bedsheet between 
the boxsprings amd the mat­ 
tress. The cotton of the bedsheet 
keeps the dust ruffles from slip­ 
ping. It always s t a y s the 
same length from the floor and 
when they are washed in the 
machine, I don’t even bother to 
iron the sheet as I pre-washed 
it without ironing and left the | 
wrinkles in it before cutting it 
the size of the mattress. 
Oh. how happy I am. No more 
troubles w i t h slipping dust 
ruffles.

DEAR HELOISE: What do I 
do for the back of a wool skirt 
which is “sprung?” 
SECRETARY. 


DEAR SECRETARY: T h e 
material could be too loose­ 
ly woven. In this case it is 
the material. However, th e 
next time you have it dry 
cleaned and BEFORE y o u 
wear it again, it can be lined 
with a half lining in the back 
of the skirt. Here’s how to 
do it: 
Turn the skirt wrong side 
out. Take a piece of material 
(most expensive skirt makers 
use taffeta) and cut a pattern 
from the waistband to within 
three inches of the hem. I use 
pinking shears for this. This 
way I don’t even have to hem 
it. 
Get your sewing machine 
out and stitch this cut piece of 


lining to the inside seams in 
the BACK of your skirt. 
You see . . , when you sit, 
the heat of your body usual­ 
ly warms the fibers of the 
wool and this causes stretch­ 
ing. The taffeta should keep 
it from stretching. (I h a v e 
lined three skirts for my 
daughter this way.) 
Some day when you are 
out shopping, walk into a de­ 
partment store and look at 
an extremely expensive skirt. 
They are all lined! You can 
do this yourself. I never both­ 
er lining the whole skirt any 
more, only the back.

DEAR HELOISE: My chil­ 
dren like cold cereal in the 
morning. I felt that this was 
not enough breakfast for them. 
Now, however, I don’t mind 
treating them to their favorite 
cereal because instead of pour­ 
ing the usual milk and sugar 
over it, I made up a batch of 
rich eggnog. This way my chil­ 
dren get their quota of eggs at 
the same time!

WASHINGTON - Dissension 
among the armed serv ices is not 
what it’s pu rported to be bu t 
when the military chiefs do dis­ 
agree, they pick the meatiest 
isssu es of the day ov er which 
to squ abble. 
Neither is the alleged dishar­ 
mony between generals and 
their civ ilian su periors all that 
bitter—despite what y ou read 
last week abou t the fight ov er 
whether to bu ild a new bomber 
and interceptor. 


THIS REASSURING intelli 
gence comes from one who 


shou ld know — Gen. Max well 
D. Tay lor, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and former Army 
chief of staff. 
In a recent speech that went 
u nnoticed, Gen. Tay lor said the 
member of the joint chiefs di­ 
v ided ju st 128 times on 7,300 
findings du ring the six y ears 
that ended last December. 
“Howev er,” he added, “those 
128 papers properly represented 
some of the most important and 
complicated qu estions affecting 
ou r national defense.” 
The ex act deliberations of the 
JCS are secret. Gen. Tay lor did 
not giv e details abou t the split 
v otes, bu t did go this far. 


Students Boycott 
Schools In Boston 


BOSTON (AP) — Thou sands 
of Negro and white children 
boy cotted the Boston pu blic 
schools today to protest alleged 
de facto segregation. 
There were no reports of any 
disorders connected with the 
boy cott. 
It was the second su ch pro­ 
test in Boston in the past eight 
months. 
The children attended 37 free­ 
dom schools staffed by some 
600 v olu nteers inclu ding clergy ­ 
men and facu lty members of 
local colleges and u niv ersities. 
Leaders of the mov ement call 
It a “freedom stay -ou t.” 
Total school enrollment in 
Boston is abou t 93,000. 
The Rev . James P. Breeden, 
co-chairman of the bov cott, said 
the stay -ou t was “mu ch bigger 
than last y ear’s.”

Indications of Inflamed Thyroid

Hasimoto’s disease is a chron­ 
ic inflammation of the thyroid. 
Although 
inflammation 
may 
cause some changes in thyroid 
function, this 
is quite differ­ 
ent from 
the 
m y x e d ems 
and the goit­ 
ers 
which I 
have already 
described. 
It may be 
due to an in­ 
fection. 
B u t 
often the cau­ 
se is 
unkno­ 
wn. It is most common in mid­ 
dle-aged women and is charac­ 
terized by a painful swelling of 
the thyroid. Your doctor m a y 
have to take k small piece of 
the gland (needle biopsy) 
for 
microscopic examination in or­ 
der to make the diagnosis. 
In Jhe more acute form, cor 
tisone may be given. X - ray 
treatments also help most vic­ 
tims. In the chronic form, thy­ 
roid substance or one of its der 
ivatives is often given if the thy 
roid function is found to be de­ 
creased. Complete cure is the 
rule. 
There is no relationship be­ 
tween this disease and cancer 
of the thyroid which is relative­ 
ly rare. 
Q—You recently said 
that 
cancer was not hereditary, but 
my father, my uncle and three 
of my brothers all died of can­ 
cer. How could this happen if 
cancer is not hereditary? 
A—There is a growing belief 
that m ost cancers are caused 
by as yet unidentified viruses. 
While cancer does not appear 
to be contagious in the ordinary 
sense, there is no reason why 
several members of a family 


could not become infected with 
one or more varieties of these 
viruses. 
Tuberculosis, another infect­ 
ious disease, also may afflict 
several members of a single 
family. It was also once con­ 
sidered to be inherited but this 
is no longer true. 
Q—In a breech delivery, are 
the baby's feet or. its buttocks 
bom first? Why is this more 
dangerous than a head first de­ 
livery? Could a doctor turn the 
baby and make him come head 
first? 
A—The bnttocks are usually 
bora first, although sometimes 
it is a foot or a knee. This type 
of birth has dangers for both 
the mother and the child. 
When the head comes first, 
there is a gradual dilation of the 
birth canal to allow the pass­ 
age of the head, which is the 
largest part. There is no stimu­ 
lation of the baby’s respiration 
until the head is bora. 
The rest of the baby follows 
promptly. When th e breech 
comes first the delivery of the 
head is difficult because th e 
birth canal has not fully dilat­ 
ed. If the head is not delivered 
quickly the baby, whose breath­ 
ing has been stimulated, may 
suffocate. 
On the other hand, too rapid 
a delivery of the after-coming 
head may injure the mother, 
make every effort to turn the 
baby so that it will be born 
head first. 
Q—I take Amytal every day 
for nervousness. My doctor says 
it is habit-forming. Does it also 
have any bad side effects? 
A — Amobarbital (Amytal), 
like all barbiturates, is habit­ 
forming. Side effects may in ­ 
clude extreme excitement, diz­ 
ziness, headache, nausea and a 
skin rash.

Liston was ru shed to the St. 
Francis Hospital where eight 
phy sicians su bjected him to a 
3V* hou r series of X-ray s and 
other ex aminations. 
The grou p issu ed a statement 
which said the champion had 
su ffered an inju ry of the left 
shou lder which prev ented him 
from defending himself. 
Ihe statement said there was 
a "separation and 
a tear of 
mu scle fibers” with some bleed­ 
ing, bu t gav e no other details. 
Liston, dressed in a red shirt 


and slack s, pu shed his way ou t 
of the hospital withou t com­ 
ment. His aides said he planned 
to go to his Miami Beach tem­ 
porary home and wou ld mak e 
no statement immediately . 
His pu rse from the gate at­ 
tendance had been ordered held 
u p by the Miami Beach Box ing 
Commission pending ou tcome of 
the doctors’ ex amination. 
Hu rts Shou lder In Drills 
Jack Nilon, the ex -champion’s 
adv iser, said Liston wrenched 
his shou lder in training bu t that 
the two of them decided to try 
to blu ff their way throu gh "be­ 
cau se we thou ght we cou ld get 
away with it.” 
Nilon pointed ou t that Liston 
stopped box ing six day s before 


the fight bu t others recalled that 
Sonny showed no signs of an ail­ 
ment in other phases of training 
and ev en declared himself "in 
the best shape ev er.”

bou t, which was a financial flop 
at the gate with 8 ,000 pay ing 
only $400,000 for the priv ilege of 
watching — half of the figu re 
needed to break ev en.
